Attempta.to blast Ice from the Little Wood river were made 
Wednesday in ghoahone, but Bert Terry, city water super- 
intendent, said the blasUnR was done only as an experiment 
to determine what could be done fn the event of a. flood. He 
said the experiment was not particularly successful. 

Terry pointed out there is only the normal winter flow 
of wat«r in the atrcatn with no break-up or. movctnent of Ice. 
He said little flood difficulty fa expected but that the ex- 
perimental blasting was a 
preparatory meaoure.
